GENERAL GARFIELD. 


А STRIKING proof of the strong friendship which 
now exists between Great Dritain and the United 
States was to be found in the genuine anxiety which 
prevailed in this country last Saturday with regard 
to the grave condition of the President of the United 
States. That suspense was as happily as ever ex- 
pressed by 


HER MAJESTY THE QUEEN 


in the womanly message our Sovereign sent to Mrs. 
Garfield, whose grateful reply must touch every 
English heart. 

We read in the Daily News that the following 
telegram from the Queen, at Balmoral, was received 
by Mr. Lowell, United States Minister, last Satur- 
day evening :— 


Т am most deeply grieved at the sad news of the last few 
days, and would wish my deep sympathy to be conveyed to 
Mrs. Garfield. 


Her Majesty's message was communicated by cable 


to Mrs. Garfield, through Mr. Blaine, the Secretary 


of State, and he replied on Sunday morning in the | one. of almost imperceptible improvement. 


following terms :— 

. I have submitted to Mrs. Garfield your telegram, convey- 
ing the kindly message of her Majesty the Queen. Mrs. 
Garfleld is constantly by her husband's bedside, and does 
not give up all hope of his recovery.

' express her heartfelt appreciation of the constant, earnest,

MRS. GARFIELD AND THE 
CRISIS. 


We also gather from the Daily News that, except- 
ing Mrs. Garfield and the General, there was pro- 
bably no person in the United States on Saturday 
last who believed the President would live. All the 
surgeons gave him up, even Dr. Bliss, who had been 
the most sanguine of all. At four o'clock on Satur- 
day a chauge for the worse was reported. Тһе 
swollen gland remained unchanged, and was the 
chief ground of despair. Тһе pulse rose and fell 
more rapidly, displaying less character than usual. 
The fever symptoms were increasing, and he was 
notably growing feebler, This condition continued | 
practically unchanged till- noon, when the first | 
evidence of a change for the better appeared. After | 
agking for and receiving food, the President said, 

“ I feel better than I did yesterday at this time. 
I enjoy my food, and can taste it.” 


From that time till the evening the condition I 

e 
intellect, which had been slightly clouded at intervals 
for three or four days, remained perfectly clear. At 
nine o'clock in the evening he asked for milk toast, 
which his wife prepared. He ate a piece half the 
size of a man’s hand with relish, and with no sub- 
sequent discomfort ; this being the first solid food he 
had taken for two weeks. Mrs. Edson, the nurse, 
said that the President had passed а, comparatively 
comfortable day. 

The President said he was fully conscious of his 
condition. He had considered his case to be very 
critical, but had believed that he had a chance. 
Years ago he said it was always the unexpected which 
happened with him, and his devoted family cling to 
that hope now. 


GENERAL GARFIELD'S FAMILY. 


Fearfully changed is the President. Не would 
not be recognised as the bold, hale-looking General 
whose honest face was photographed a year ago, the 
result being the portrait we print this week, His 
brave, straight life is reflected in his fine, manly 
face. Не was born in the November of 1821, 
in Orange village, Cuyabonga County, in the 
State of Ohio; worked іп the fields as a 
farmer's boy, as our Burns did ; drove horses after- 
wards on the Pen. and Ohio Canal, but always

managed to pick up some good, sound schooling, 
becoming by-and-by a teacher, and then Professor 
in the Eclectie Institute at Hiram. He drifted into 
Jaw; and became one of the very few honest lawyers 
this world is said to possess. Тһе Civil War stimu- 
lated him to fight on the side of the North and of 
Freedom. Не raised а regiment ; and, as Colonel of 
а corps of Ohio Volunteers, did so well at the Battle 
of Chickamauga that he was raised to the rank of 
Major-General. His election last year as President 
of the United States was а well-merited reward for a 
stainless career of noble self-help, virtue, and public 
usefulness, So deep has been the horror occasioned 
by the vile attempt of Guiteau to assassinate General 
Garfield that we are not surprised to hear there 
exists a strong desire to lynch the murderous ruffian. 


NORTH-EASTERN COAST. 


The President’s aged mother, who lives near 
| Cleveland, receives frequent messages from Washing- 
| ton, and spends much of her time at the front door 
| of the house, anxiously watching for the messengers 
| bringing them. She is bowed down with grief, and 
| Sleeps but little, being much agitated. She fears 
' the worst, but yet clings to hope. 

.The fund being raised by the warm-hearted 
citizens of the United States for Mrs. Garfield has 
reached 157,000 dollars. We learn that 125,000 
dollars in Government Four per Cent Bonds have 
been purchased and the certificate been placed in 
Mrs. Garfield's hands. Тһе income from the bonds 
will be paid to her during her life, and at her death 
the principal will be divided among her children. 
Neither she nor the President has а voice in the 
matter. lf she declines, the income will be added 
to the principal and go to the children. 


THE QUEEN 
AND HER VOLUNTEER ARMY. 


True to her traditions, Edinburgh gave the loyal 
Volunteers of Scotland and the Border a dewy 
greeting when they marched past Queen Victoria in 
the Queen's Park on Thursday, Aug. 25. The North 
Britons faced the rain unflinchingly, however; and 
by their gallant bearing under most adverse circum- 
stances deservedly won the warm admiration of her 
Majesty and of the competent military crities pre- 
sent. Our Artist on the front page endeavours to 

represent the ceurage and cheeriness of Sovereign 
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and Volunteers alike on that damp Thursday after- 
noon, When Arthur's Seat might have been mistaken 
for'l'ondstool Hill, sothickwas the crowd of umbrella- 
crowned sightseers. The demonstration was а 
significant one. Its force and meaning Foreign 
Powers particularly will do well to bear in mind. 
The forty thousand Volunteers that readily gathered 
to meet the Queen represented not only an able- 
bodied Army of two hundred thousand ritlemen pre- 
pared at a moment’s notice to resist an invader; but 
the stalwart Scots also stood as the advance guard 
of a Reserve Force of Volunteers who have passed 
through the ranks, and who number not far short of 
half a million men of arms. 

Such is the host of which the Volunteers reviewed 
by the Queen at Windsor and at Edinburgh were 
the mute but yet eloquent spokesmen. 


COURT ACCOUNT OF THE 
EDINBURGH REVIEW. 


Пет Majesty’s Court Chronicler, it will be seen, 
pithily describes the Queen’s inspection of the 
Scottish and Border Volunteers on Aug. 25. The 
Queen left Holyrood at 3.45 p.m., accompanied by 
the Royal Family in open carriages, and escorted by 
a detachment of the 21st Hussars. The first carriage 
contained her Majesty, Princess Beatrice, and the 
Duchess of Edinburgh. The second carriage con- 
tained Lady Southampton (Lady in Waiting), Lady 
Emma Osborne (Lady in Waiting to the Duchess of 
Edinburgh), the Right Hon. Hugh Childers (Secre- 
tary of State for War), and Lord Thurlow (Lord in 
Waiting). General Viscount Bridport, General the 
Right Hon. Sir H. F. Ponsonby, and Colonel Sir J. 
C. McNeill (Equerries in Waiting) were in attend- 
ance on horseback. The Duke of Edinburgh, the 
Duke of Connaught, and the Duke of rm he 1 
attended by Lieut.-Colonel Haig, Captain Sir M. 
Fitzgerald (Knight of Kerry), Colonel Hale, and 
Colonel Stephens, also rode with her Majesty’s 
carriage. 


The procession left Holyrood in the usual order, 


"headed by a detachment of the 2156 Hussars, General 


Sir C. Ellice, General Sir G. Wolseley, and their re- 
spective staffs, and the following Queen’s Aides-de- 
Camp-in- Waiting—viz., Lord Кісһо, Sir James D. 
, and Colonel Elles. 

The Queen, having first inspected the Cavalry 
Bri under the command of Colonel the Hon. 
C. W. Thesiger, proceeded down the entire line 
of the Army € consisting. of 40,000 men, 
which was formed in line of quarter columns, 
each corps saluting аз the Queen ed. Her 
Majesty having arrived at the flag-staff, the troops 
marched past, Major-General Alistair McDonald, 
commanding the Army Corps. Divisional Generals— 
Major-General Sir Archibald Alison, Bart., Major- 
General W. С. Cameron, and Major-General Sir J. 
C. McLeod. Тһе Queen, on leaving the Review 
ground, returned direct to Holyrood Palace, whieh 
was reached about 5.45 p.m. j 

A Royal salute was fired by the Royal Artillery 
stationed on the Queen's Drive on her Majesty's 
arrival and departure. А Guard of Honour of the 
Royal Scottish Aréhers, under the command of the 
Duke of Abercorn, was stationed at the saluting- 
point. The ground was kept by the troops com- 
posing the regular garrison of Edinburgh and a 
detachment of the Royal Marines, assisted by the 
civil police. The weather was most unfortunate, 
rain having commenced shortly before the Review, 
and continuing heavily throughout. 


QUEEN AND VOLUNTEERS IN 
THE WET. 


Her Majesty and the Princesses were in an open 
carriage, but sheltered themselves to some extent 
under umbrellas. The Queen was in the best of 
spirits. Princess Beatrice and the Duchess of 
ldinburgh were M pee іп waterproofs. Тһе Duke 
of Cambridge wore his cloak over his uniform ; but

‘Then followed the 1st Brigade 
ot the lst Division, composed entirely of artillery, 
and among them were twenty plucky men from 
Orkney. Тһе 2nd Brigade was composed of the 
lst, 2nd, and 3rd Forfar and the 1st and 2nd Perth- 
shire Rifles... The 2rd Brigade, under Colonel Mac- 
pherson, C.B., of the Black Watch, was a fine 
brigade, nearly 3500 strong, and comprising some 
excellent corps. It marched past, as a whole, very 
well 16 was headed by the 1st Stirling, in green 
doublets and tartan trews—fine men, who went by 
extremely well, the state of the ground considered.

93rd Sutherland Highlanders, Splendid 
mex the Dukes corps are, reminding some of the 
spectuters of the 93rd in its Crimean days. They 


marched also as well as they looked. The Ist 
Argyllshire—like the Sutherland Highlanders, in 
kilts, commanded by Colonel Malcolm, the younger 
of Poltalloch, familiarly known as Long John, and 
a crack shot at Wimbledon—only went by fairly. 
Rain continued to fall heavily, and, the mist steal- 
ing rapidly down the slopes of Arthur’s Seat, the 
crowd rapidly thinned, and in about twenty minutes 
after the commencement of the review nearly 
half the people who had congregated on Salisbury 
Crags had taken their departure. The 2nd 
Division was headed by stalwart artillerymen 
from Northumberland, Durham, and Berwickshire, 
after which came men belonging to the same branch 
of the service from Edinburgh City and Midlothian. 
Soon afterwards a hearty cheer announced the 
approach of the London Scottish, and to the music 
of the pipes they came in view, marching along with 
all the ease for which they have gained a truly just 
reputation. And so regiment after regiment passed 
her Majesty until the Lanarkshire regiments brought 
up the close of the third and last division. The 
march-past was concluded at twenty-five minutes to 
six o’clock. When the last brigade had passed the 
saluting-flag, another Royal salute was tired, the 
National Anthem was played, and her Majesty re- 
turned to Holyrood, the occupants of the Grand 
Stand rising to their feet and again cheering heartily. 
The city was gaily illuminated at night; and there 
was another loyal illumination when the Queen left 
Holyrood for Balmoral the following night.

THE DOTEREL COURT-MARTIAL 
AT DEVONPORT. 


There is one reform the Doterel Court-Martial 
should bring about, Lord Northbrook, directly, and 
that is a thorough overhauling of the flabby-minded 
artificers to whom the responsible task of inspecting 
such ships as the ill-fated Doterel appears to be 
Intrusted at Chatham. Ample proof of the imme- 
diate need of a change іп this direction has already 
been afforded by the Court-Martial, which Vice- 
Admiral Hood opened yesterday week on Commander 
Evans and the survivors of the Doterel. 

We refresh our readers’ memories with a view of 
H.M.S. Doterel. Built at Chatham, the Doterel was 
a composite screw sloop of war, of 1124 tons burden, 
with engines of 900-horse power, carrying six guns, 
and having a crew of about 140 men. She was 
launched in March, 1880; left Sheerness on Jan. 17 


last, under the command of Commander Richard 
Evans, touching at Portsmouth to fit out ; and was 
sent to the bottom of the Straits of Magellan off 
Sandy Point by an explosion on April 26, a thrill of 
horror running through England when the news 
reach this country with the melancholy intelligence 
that 145 lives had been lost, leaving only about a 
dozen survivors of this great disaster. 

The first witnesses to be called before the Court- 
Martial at Devonport were Mr. Morgan, one of the 
chief constructors at the Admiralty; Mr. Stainer, 
constructor at Chatham ; and Mr. Jones, foreman at 
Chatham. They explained the relative positions of 
the Doterel’s boilers, magazine, and coal bunkers, 
and the communications one with the other. The 
Magazine was practically air-tight. Commander 
Evans was afterwards examined upon the contents 
of the coal bunkers, and the precautions taken to 
ensure their proper ventilation, stating that every 
regulation in this respect was fully acted up to. Не 
also stated that no one came on board the ship 
between the time of their leaving Monte Video and 
reaching Sandy Point, except a sheep-watcher at 
ser s Island, and he was the only man on the 
island. 

Admiral Hood held this searching Court-Martial 
(which will, we trust, have a more fruitful result 
than the inquiries into the loss of the Eurydice and 
Atalanta did) on board the Royal Adelaide Flag-ship ; 


and the evidence has been smartly sifted by the old- 


salts who havecome toan anchor in the briny cluster 
of towns, Devonport, Plymouth, and Stonehouse. 
These 'cute critics have had plenty to talk about; 
indeed, Mr. Jones, foreman at Chatham, was тог 
examined last Saturday upon the ventilation of the 
magazine of the Dod. nnd he described а 
ventilating pipe which he said was fitted to the 
magazine, and which would give every facility for 
the escape of int air. But the ship’s carpenter, 
Mr. Baird, stated that the magazine was not 
ventilated, and that he had complained upon this 
point, both at Chatham and Devonport, before the 
vessel left England in Janu Lieutenant Ferris, 
of the Royal Adelaide, who inspected the Doterel, 
noticed the want of ventilation in the magazine, and 
reported it to the inspecting offiger ; but nothing was 
one. 

On Monday the Court-Martial was again chiefly 
occupied in hearing evidence whether the floor of the 
Doterel’s magazine was of iron or wood, and whether 
it was fitted with means for ventilation. There was 
much divergence of testimony on both points; but

it was clearly shown at last that the plans were in- 
accurate in representing the floor to be of iron, as it 
was of wood, and the balance of evidence was against 
there being any ventilation, although shown in the 
plans. 

We trust Mr. Gladstone will be able to spare а

Men who were never 
gravely troubled on the 
matter before, and who 
are certainly not 
alarmists, tremble for 
the future of English 
agriculture.

A crisis has been reached in our agricultural history, and 
to say this is the same thing as to say that we are about to 
make a new and critical departure in our social and political 
history. Тһе Irish Land ВШ is but the shadow cast before 
by coming events, and the time may not be distant when it 
will be regarded as insignificant by the side of the English 
Land Bill, 


Typhoid 48, in a peculiar sense, the disease of modern 
times, and Oxford is as much the chosen resort of typhoid 
as it is of learning. During the present year there have 
occurred at least half a dozen deaths of undergraduates from 
this hideous and generally preventible disease. 


It is now less than ten years ago that Prince Leopold,

There is absolutely no excuse for the continuance of the 
present condition of things ; and if the authorities, both of 
the University and of the town, do not combine together to 
terminate the existing scandal and abuse, they will inflict a 
seyere blow upon the reputation of Oxford as a national 
institution.

THE MARQUIS OF LORNE 
AMONG THE INDIANS, 


The Correspoudent of the Times who is 
accompanying the Governor-General of 
Canada on his tour in the North-West, 
gives the following account of an inter- 
view with the Indians at Garden River:— 

The principal chief wore for head-dress 
acap of skunk fur, with red and black 
feathers springing out horizontally from 
both sides of it. Another skunk fur was 
wound round his left arm. А long scarlet 
waistcoat with bright brass buttons was 
left open to show a shirt that had once 
been white, and well-worn trousers, half 
engulfed in huge leather leggings, and 
fastened to them by a band of beads, 
bagged over & pair of moccasins. His 
principal ornaments ^ were the usual 
George III. medal, and also one of Queen 
Victoria, given him by the Prince of 
Wales; while between them hung a small 
mat of Indian basket-work, -with two 
figures brandishing tomahawks on one 
side of it and shaking hands on the other. 
He explained that this work of art typified 
the reconciliation of two foes, and then 
offered it as ап emblem of peace to the 
Governor-General, who at once courage- 
ously transferred it to his own neck, 
greatly to the delight of the old chief 
and the rest of the band. 

Six of these were dressed in much the 
same quaint mixture of Indian and 
European styles asthe chief, some of them 
in gáudier and more dazzling colours ; but 
the rank and file had ordinary European 
clothes very much the worse for wear. 
The old man's fine, massive face, however, 
grandly cut rugged features, and gestures 
full of grace und force, and his clear, fear- 


less voice and attitude as he stood full in’ 


front of the Governor-General dilating 
on his wrongs, would have made even 
в tailor soon forget the queer cut and 
jumble of. clothes. His speech was 
‘too long to give here verbatim, and 
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yet one cannot summarise it without de- 
stroying its originality of style. Не соп- 
cluded by presenting a petition complain- 
ing that money due to him and his people 
in exchange for the land of their fathers 
had been kept back; that their fishing 
rights had been invaded; that their game 
had been killed; that the white man was 
forcing his way into their reserves. 

Lord Lorne, in reply, promised that 
full inquiry should be made into the com- 
plaints, and assured the chiefs that every 
respect should be shown for their treaty 
rights. 


The Marquis of Lorne and party left 
Fort Ellice for Quappelle on the 14th ult. 
After journeying eight miles they en- 
camped, owing to the bad weather. The 
night was very boisterous, and some of 
the horses broke loose and strayed back 
to the fort. The party made forty miles 
on the 15th ult., and reached Quappelle 
onthe 17th. His Excellency received an 
address at the Indian Mission Station, 
and gave audience to a thousand Indians, 
composed of Sioux, Salleaux, and Cress, 
who danced before him for several hours. 
The party left onthe 19th inst. for the 
Touchwood Hills.
